Anything may happen in Europe. But Europe is 3,000 
miles away from New York and that is far enough away for 
us not to be bothered in this type of a crisis. 

“Our ability to stay out of another war depends upon re- 
strieting sale of munitions to belligerent countries and to 
willingness to submit to insults,’ declared Wiley W. Mather 
in The News Friday. He also emphasized that the ‘‘issues 
of the war are primarily European and not to save eiviliza- 
tion.’’ 

It will, mevertheless, take a tremendously powerful pub- 
lic opinion to offset the wave of organized propaganda that 
will begin to pour out of America’s big industrial centers if 
a European war is prolonged. The profit appeal is a strong 
one. 

Being planned right now is ‘‘ Mobilization Day’’. Heart 
of the plan is a detailed procedure for conscripting man- 
power If manpower is ever to be conscripted, so should 
finance and industry 

Out of the lessons learned from the World war, the Amer- 
iean Legion has offered to the nation a plan for conscripting 
industry and money as well as men. 

That plan, often urged upon Congressmen, has as yet re- 
ceived only passive consideration. If we are to have ‘‘Mob- 
ization day’’ as a step in getting our young men ready for 
an emergency, should we not also have plans to turn the 
munition-making industry over to the control of the war 
department? The profit angle in preparations for war should 
be removed.
